Career Services Office Perplexed, Befuddled by Recent Report 


Career Services Office staffers 
were perplexed by a recent re¬ 
port that only seven percent of 
rising second-year students 
checked their email religiously 
this summer. 

“I’m confused,” said CSO Di¬ 
rector Tomea Mayer. “It seems 
to me, if you get an email with 
a subject line that says 
IMPORTANT’ xn bold, capital 
letters, or with a red ‘urgent’ 
folder, you should open the 
email and do whatever it tells 
you to do,” she continued. 

Tammy King added, “It’s just 
like failing to attend a manda¬ 
tory meeting. I mean, don’t 
these students care about their 
futures?” 

King also noted that atten¬ 
dance was poor at the six man¬ 
datory meetings entitled “How 
to Have a Successful Summer.” 

The meetings, held while many 
2Ls were studying for exams, 
but advertised in emails with 
subject lines including the 
word “MANDATORY” in bold, 
capital letters, featured CSO 
staff reminding students to 
check their emails, proofread 
their cover letters, and send 
thank-you notes. 

Mayer expressed concern that 
the recent report could bode 
even worse for CSO’s reputa¬ 


tion among students. Appar¬ 
ently, many students have 
been ignoring CSO mandates 
for quite some time. 

“NALP, schmalp,” said 2L Pe¬ 
ter Moore, who spent his sum¬ 
mer working for the law firm of 
Lakin, Schmacon, and Bacon 
on a class action suit about 
fraudulent SPF reporting. I 
haven’t been to a CSO meeting 
since they told us not to mail 
merge. Like they don’t do it all 
the time.” 

A number of other students 
reported they didn’t pay atten¬ 
tion to CSO emails because 
they already had secured post¬ 
graduation employment. An 
anonymous 2L who was the 
first WULAW student ever to 
repeat his first year stated, 
“They’re not my parents. They 
can’t tell me what to do. If 
they were my parents, they 
would have found me a job by 
now. By the way, mine have.” 

Mayer cautioned 2Ls with sto¬ 
ries from her vast experience 
in career advising. “When I 
was recruiting for Bryan Cave, 
we used to monitor whether 
students checked emails sent 
by CSO staff. We even asked 
them about it at interviews. 

So you can pretty much forget 
about that big firm job if you 
can’t even read an email titled 


‘IMPORTANT.’ I mean, I can 
forgive the students in bottom 
two-thirds, because reading 
emails really wouldn’t have 
helped them, anyway. No one 
cares about them. But that 
leaves twenty six and a third 
percent of students w T ho should 
have read their emails, but 
didn’t.” 

Independent research by the 
Devil’s Advocate reveals that 
the problem of unread emails 
is at this time limited to emails 
coming from the Career Ser¬ 
vices Office. 

JoAnn Eckrich, Director of Fi¬ 
nancial Aid, was surprised to 
hear about the problem. “I 
don’t have any problem of the 
sort. Students usually get 
back to me within the hour if I 
send an email. But then again, 
students dealing with me know 
that thirty-five to fifty thou¬ 
sand dollars are on the line. I 
suppose that’s a lot more 
money than they’ll ever see out 
of a job they get through CSO.” 

However, CSO staffers are op¬ 
timistic about the incoming 1L 
class. A quick review of the 
April admitted students chat¬ 
room revealed a career- 
obsessed class which is much 
moi'e similar to the 3Ls than to 
the 2Ls.

History of Washington University School of Law 


Washington University School of 
Law was founded in 1867 on a dare 
by the drunken crew of a Missis¬ 
sippi steamboat. The original chal¬ 
lenge simply involved streaking 
through the Dred Scott courtroom, 
located in what is now downtown 
St. Louis. 

Much to their surprise and dismay, 
when the crew woke up in the early 
afternoon, they were fully clothed 
and in possession of the charter to 
the newly formed “St. Louis Law 
School.” 

Later that same year, students at 
the school formed a moot court team 
to pad their resumes. 

In 1869, the first woman was admit¬ 
ted to the school of law and was 
promptly hit on by Steve Brown’s 


great-great-great-grandfather, 
Heronimous Brown. 

Nothing exciting happened until 
1923, when the school received ABA 
accreditation. Actually, that’s not 
exciting either. 

Since receiving accreditation, the 
school has gone through several 
Dean, building, and name changes, 
most notably, the Law Department 
of Washington University, Fort 
Awesome, and Washington Univer¬ 
sity Law School, before settling on 
its current, ungainly name, Wash¬ 
ington University in St. Louis 
School of Law, or WUSTLSOL, for 
short. 

In 1997, with Dean Dorsey Ellis’s 
reign of terror nearly over, the 
school moved into its current build¬ 
ing on frat. row, hidden from public 


view between the parking garage 
and tennis courts. 

In 2005, with the selection of a new 
dean coming down to the wire, the 
search committee decided to base 
their choice on the results of a 3AM, 
battle royal style cockfight held in 
the courtyard. 

The event was officiated by none 
other than the reanimated corpse of 
former United States Supreme 
Court Justice, and noted cockfight¬ 
ing enthusiast, The Honorable 
Bushrod Washington. 

When the dust and the feathers had 
settled, Vanderbilt Law Dean Kent 
Syverud’s cock was declared the 
winner. Syverud will take office 
still smelling of Cristal and Alize on 
January 1st, 2006.
